VALUEOF COUNTY 
LAND -USE PLAN 


Planning Director Says 
Homes Should Not 
Have Been Built in 
Low-Lying Regions 
Along River. 


Flooding along the Meramec 
river in Valley Park and Times 
Beach should offer a lesson for 
correct use of the flood plain, 
St. Louis County Planning Direc- 
tor Hermann P. Wagner said 
last night. 

‘Where are the people today 
In Times Beach and Valley 
Park?” Wagner asked. ‘‘The 
people who built in the flood 
plains are now flooded out again. 

“Do we want people in the 
future to build in the flood plain 
and face such catastrophes? I 
don’t think so.” 

The County Planning Commis- 
sion’s land-use plan has recom- 
mended that urban development 
be kept out of the flood plain 
and that the space be used 
generally for recreational or es- 
thetic purposes. The plan notes 
that flood damage can be caused 
only when development is placed 
in the way of high waters. 

Objections to Plan. 

Objections to the proposal 
-have come from residents of 
Valley Park and Times Beach, 
where residential and industrial 
development has taken place in 
the flood plain. A plan recently 
adopted by Valley Park would 
permit further development of 
the flood plain. 

Wagner mentiondd the flood 
af a public hearing last night 
on one section pf the proposed 
plan. Business men with estab- 
lishments along Gravois and 
Watson roads stronzlyv protec ed 
against a provision that would 
eventually éliminate most busi- 
ness along those roads. 

In one of the most bitter re- 
actions to the plan at any of 
the nine public hearings that 
have been held, it was assailed 
as foolish, confiscatory, a “‘pipe 
dream” and dangerous to chil- 
dren. 

Nearly 300 persons crowded 
into the auditorium of Lindbergh 
High School, 4900 South Lind- 
bergh boulevard, to attend the 
hearing, which covered the Aff- 
ton - Webster Groves - Kirkwood 
part of the county. A standing 
vote indicated that the audience 
was almost unanimous in oppo- 
sition to the plan. 

Few Businesses on Highway. 

The plan proposes that most 
commercial development be con- 
fined to compact areas rather 
than spread along highways, as 
is now the case in many sec- 
tions. If the plan is adopted and 
followed vy supporting zoning, 
no new commerical establish- 
ments could be built alone there 
highways, except in a_ few 
designated areas. Existing est~b- 
lishment would eventually be 
répiaced with residences. 

The crowd ro*red annvroval as 
biisiness man after business man 
rese to object to the plan. Ex- 
planatory remarks by Wagner 
brought derisivie laughter from 
the audience. 

“<One speaker suggested that a 
cCOmmittee be formed to ap- 
proach County Supervisor James 
H. J. McNary and persuade him 
to fire the entire planning com- 
mission. Another man recom- 
mended the County Council be 
petitioned to abandon the whole 
concent of planning ‘‘and then 
send this plan to Cape Canaveral, 
where it can be put on a rocket 
and sent to the moon.” 

Would Stifle Affton. 

Raymond O. Douglas, who said 
he was representing the Affton 
Chamber of Commerce, said con- 
verting land now zoned for com- 
mercial and industrial purposes 
into residential uses ‘‘wou'd 
stifle the growth of Affton and 
vicinity.” 

Ray White, an Affton business 
man, said the plan would do him 
a favor by placing a commercial 
area on land he owns. He said 
however, “If others along Grav- 
ois are denied the right to have 
a business section the same as 
Ray White has, then this is not 
America.” 

He asserted that an owner of 
property no longer has control 
over it. “If you want to do any- 
thing with it, you have to get per- 
mission of the planning commis- 
sion,’ he said. ‘““When you put 
restrictions on property, then you 
are taking that property. That's 
plain, unmitigated thievery.” 

Another speaker asserted that 
owners of property now zoned 
commercial have been paying 
higher.commercial taxes on this 
land. It would be unfair to make 
this land residential, he said. ‘‘To 
rezone strip commercial to resi- 
dential is evil and confiscatory.

There is no basis for it,’’ he de- 
clared. 

Asked why he thought strip 
commercial development was 
bad, Waener replied that it cre- 
ates traffic hazards and fre- 
quentiy results in blighting ne'ch- 
boring areas. The large number 
of automobiles entering and leav- 
ing the highways at the many 
commercial establishments in 
effect makes the two outside 
lanes of the street a parking 
area, he said. 
Hiehways are expensive, he 
declared, and to get a maximum 
use of them, traffic must move 
smoothly. This cannot happen, 
he aided, if many cars are en- 
tering and leaving the highways. 

Small Firms Cited. 

Several speakers maintained 
the plan would hurt’small busi- 
ness men. John Munzert, who 
omeraies a resteurant at 10205 
Gravois, deciared, “‘This is sup- 
posed to be a free country, but 
this plan would put the small 
man out of business.” 

‘‘There’s only one way we can 
stop this foolishness,” he as- 
serted. County residents must 
persuade MeNary to fire the 
planning commission, he said, 
and then ‘“‘get iim to appoint me 
as commissioner. Then there 
would be no more trouble, be- 
cause I plan to go fishing.’’ He 
reminded the audience that Mc- 
Nary is up for re-election next 
year and could be voted out of 
office. 

Many persons contended that 
putting residences beside major 
streets would be folly. ‘‘Who 
would. occupy these homes?”’ 
one man asked. ‘“‘Nobody wants 
to live on a major street where 
his children could run out into 
the traffic.”’ 

The only speaker who did not 
oppose the plan was Robert 
Chapman of the Webster Groves 
Planning Commission. He said 
his commission was cognizant 
of the deteriorating conditions in 
older commercial districts in 
Webster Groves. 

Wagner said redevelopment 
was necessary. Asserting that 
changes cannot be made in a 
short time, he said, ‘If you have 
a long-range plan, you can 
change conditions and improve 
them.”’

He criticized a proposal that 
businesses be required to col- 
lect taxes on dividend and in- 
terest payments to investors as 
placing a heavy burden on small 
firms, and one for repeal of the

rescinding “‘the only tax break 
that investors in equities have 
had in many years.” 


The proposed program would 
afford little relief for a’ few and 
add burdens for many, McDon- 
nell said, adding that “profits 
are something to be encouraged 
and praised rather than suspect- 
ed and condemned.”

URGES STEPPED-UP TALKS: 
BY JAPAN, U.S. ON RED CHINA 


TOKYO, May 9 (UPI) — Dr. 
Edwin 0. Reischauer, new 
United States Ambassador to 
Japan, called yesterday for 
stepped-up United States-Japa- 
nese consultations on the issue 
of Communist China. 


Reischauer, Japanese-speaking 
former Harvard professor, told 
a press conference that lack of 
mutual understanding, particu- 
larly concerning China, poses 
one of the biggest problems in 
future Japanese-American rela- 
tions. He said “‘the fact remains | 
the Communist Chinese regime | 
has been an extremely upsetting 
force in world relations.” 

Reischauer was questioned re- | 
peatedly regarding the cancella- | 
tion of former President Eisen- | 
hower’s scheduled visit to Japan 
this autumn, but he avoided a 
direct reply. He said the de- 
cision was made in Washington 
and declined to discuss whether 
he made any recommendations | 
to the United States State De- | 
partment.

Gimmick in a Bill 

State Senator Hilsman’s bill to 
provide job security for the present 
non-instructional employes of the 
St. Louis public school system is 
deficient in one major respect. 

The bill fails to give the School 
Board authority to determine the 
number of building department em- 
ployes it thinks are necessary. 

In 1954, the Kearney report ex- 
pressed the conviction that by re- 
ducing the janitorial force at some 
of the schools and by contracting 
with private firms for the bulk of 
the work now performed by shop 
personnel, over a million dollars 
could be saved on school plant and 
maintenance operations. 

Is the best School Board St. Louis 
has had in years now to be denied 
the opportunity to carry out these 
long overdue reforms? 

In 1941 St. Louis votérs faced a 
similar tenure problem in the case 
of city employes. They met the 
problem by adopting a Civil Service 
Charter Amendment which granted 
indefinite tenure to civil servants 
during meritorious service, but 
which also provided for layoff on 
termination of need for employ- 
ment in any position. (Article 18, 
Section 2F of the St. Louis City 
Charter.) 

Why cannot the Missouri Legisla- 
ture empower the St. Louis School 
Board to make similar provision for 
its non-instructional employes?

Our Role'in Viet Nam 


Some of President Kennedy’s earlier state- 
ments about Laos conveyed the impression 
that the United States might send its own 
armed forces there if necessary to halt the 
Communist advance. As the harsh realities 
made themselves clear, he shelved the idea 
of military intervention. It was the wise 
thing to do. 


Now, several Senators are saying that South 
Viet Nam would be a better place than Laos 
for making a military stand. But that is still a 
long way from saying that American troops 
ought to be committed in South Viet Nam. 

When Communist and anti-colonialist pres- 
sures were forcing the French to relinquish 
Indochina seven years ago, American public 
opinion overwhelmingly decided that a war 
for Indochina was a war to stay out of. Why 
would a war for a part of Indochina now be 
a war to get into?

President Kennedy told his news confer- 
ence last week that the National Security 
Council has discussed sending troops to Viet 
Nam, but that a decision awaits Vice Presi- 
dent Lyndon Johnson’s conferences this week 
with the Ngo Dinh Diem government in Sai- 
gon. The decision, however, ought to be 
made in Washington and not Saigon, by Mr. 
Kennedy and not by Ngo Dinh Diem. We 
hope the President is aware that the same 
basic reasons for not committing American 
armed force in Laos apply in South Viet Nam. 

One reason is that direct intervention by 
us would almost surely provoke direct inter- 
vention by Communist China, thus turning 
Southeast Asia into a vast trap which en- 
gaged American forces but left Russia’s free. 
Another reason is that while Southeast Asia 
is an important battleground, India and Japan 
are the real keys to the Far East. A third 
reason is that we cannot, and should not try, 
to substitute our own armed power for the 
political, economic and social changes that 
offer the strongest resistance to Communism, 


South Viet Nam has made an effort to en- 
roll itself on the side of change, but there is 
a question whether it has moved fast enough 
in the seven years since the Indochina settle- 
ment. The Communist guerrillas who are 
attacking it do have support from the North, 
but the distressing thing is that they also get 
popular support in the South, and could not 
succeed without it. 


The Kennedy Administration is quite right 
in stepping up military aid to Saigon, for the 
guerrilla attacks must be resisted if there is 
to be any chance for social betterment for the 
people. But if the Diem government proves 
unable now to win the people back to 
its side, American armed power cannot do so. 
The task, as the President has said, is one for 
the Viet Namese—‘“they have to organize the 
political and social life of the country in such 
a way that they maintain the support of their 
people. There is a limit beyond which our 
efforts cannot go.” 


The limit in South Viet Nam, the Post-Dis- 
patch believes, should lie on this side of di- 
rect armed intervention. The United States 
should do its best to save Viet Nam by other 
means, but should not be trapped into com- 
mitting our own forces. If this is a sound 
position, furthermore, then it should be taken 
now. It need not be publicly announced, of 
course, but it should not be clouded by hazy 
thinking about sending a “token” force, or 
about possibly intervening later if we have to. 

Mr. Kennedy should have learned from 
Cuba that one never wins by trying to ride 
two horses at the same time. If armed inter- 
vention in Viet Nam is unwise on a large 
scale, it is unwise on any scale. We hope, 
therefore, that Vice President Johnson’s mis- 
sion to Saigon is placing all emphasis on what 
the Viet Namese can do with our aid and 
support,. but is stopping short of any promise 
that we will fight their battle for them. 


Incident at the Angler’s Inn 


We have seen the pictures and we are in- 
clined to agree with the proprietress of the 
Old Angler’s Inn, at Potomac, Md. “I run 
this place to make money, not to serve 
tramps,” she told the sodden strangers. ‘Get 
off that rug!” It seems these people were on 
a long hike, got caught in a downpour, and 
swarmed into the historic inn, flinging their 
wet garments on the tables and unwrapping 
their lunches. The worst offender appears 
to have been Senator Douglas of Illinois, who 
wore a poncho left over from his World War 
Il Marine days and carried a gnarled staff. 
Supreme Court Justice Douglas looked pretty 
tramp-like in another poncho, and so did In- 
terior Secretary Udall. But Mrs. John Reges 
was in no way impressed when the dripping 
notables were identified. As a true American, 
the equal of anyhody, and like a good house- 
wife, Mrs. Reges chased them outside. “Who is 
going to clean up the mess?” was her parting 
question. 


NATO Under Strains 


American connection with the rebel inva- 


sion of Cuba made Secretary of State Rusk’s | 


first appearance at a NATO foreign ministers’ 
conference more difficult than it would have 
been a few months ago. Mr. Rusk, however, 
raised the Cuban question himself instead of 
waiting for somebody else to bring it up— 
possibly to his greater embarrassment. 

He assured our allies that the United States 
does not contemplate forcible intervention 
against the Castro regime. Communist pene- 
tration of the American hemisphere is by no 
means an exclusive concern of the United 
States, he insisted; it is a matter for all non- 
Communist governments. 


The real purpose of the NATO conference, 
however, remains the strengthening of the 
Atlantic alliance. In this respect, Gen. De 
Gaulle still. presents the No. 1 problem by 
his continued insistence on national forces 
instead of an integrated NATO command, and 
his demand for a French-British-American 
“directorate” of the alliance. This is prompted 
by his suspicion that the United States, Brit- 
ain and other non-continental NATO members 
might not rush to the defense of a European 


-member in case of attack, as well as by his 


desire for French grandeur. 

Secretary Rusk sought to offset such fears 
by repeating the intention of the United 
States to remain in West Berlin even if the 
Russians sign a peace treaty with East Ger- 
many. Unfortunately the false report of 
American sympathy for the rebel generals in 
Algeria—because they favored an integrated 


NATO command—still is being given some 


credence in France. And until France again 
becomes a solid member of NATO, the alli- 
ance will be Jess than it ought to be. Secre- 
tary Rusk may be able to do less toward 
this end in Oslo than President Kennedy in 
the course of his forthcoming visit to Paris. 
Yet it is just as well that the allies frankly 
face the issues which tend to divide them. 
Solidarity will not be enhanced by pretending 
that it is not under strain. 


Tokens of Intent 


The Kennedy Administration has developed 
a vigorous civil rights program, yet its six 
bills must presently be regarded as tokens of 
intent. No one seems to anticipate a serious 
civil rights fight in this session of Congress, 


President Kennedy had said, as a cam- 
paigner, that Senator Clark of Pennsylvania 
and Representative Celler of New York would 
draw up civil rights bills “for introduction 
at the beginning of the next session.” But the 
session had hardly begun before it was clear 
that civil rights action might stall action on 
other domestic programs, so the Clark-Celler 
legislation lay dormant. 


Presumably the bills have been introduced 
now to quiet criticism of Administration in- 
activity. It remains evident, however, that the 
conservative mood of the present session may 
delay action until next year. 


The program itself thoroughly answers 
Democratic platform commitments. One major 
bill would let the Attorney General bring 
civil injunction suits to prevent denial of 
any civil right, not just voting rights. Two 
measures would end the poll tax and literacy 
tests as requirements for voting. Another 
would provide remedies for persons suffer- 
ing from discrimination at the hands of busi- 
nesses or labor unions. 


The principal new proposal is meant to 
speed school desegregation. The bill would 
give segregated school systems six months 
in which to file with the Government plans 
for a “first-step” integration, this to take 
place by the 1963 school opening. The Gov- 
ernment could provide technical and financial 
aid to desegregating districts; it could go to 
the courts for enforcement of the legislation 
against recalcitrant school boards. 


So far the courts have carried most of 
the burden of upholding the Constitution 
against segregated education. What the new 
program attempts is to permit further Execu- 
tive participation in this constitutional task. 
The intent justifies the Administration’s in- 
sistence on choosing the best time to make a 
fight for it in Congress. 


One of the six bills, however, allows for 
little delay. That is the measure to make the 
Civil Rights Commission a permanent federal 
agency before it expires Sept. 9. We doubt if 
this bill would invite a legislative fight, even 
in this session. But the Administration is 
obliged to seek action in this session, whatever 
struggle that entails. 


In Perspective 


Some of the enthusiasm which Comdr. 
Alan B. Shepard’s suborbital flight has gen- 
erated could well be tempered with the calm- 
ness and logic which he displayed at his press 
conference. Comdr. Shepard made it clear 
that he and his six fellow astronauts, although 
eager to press on, realize that this can be 
done only through an “orderly” program. Is 
this fact as well understood throughout the 
nation? Now that space has been so well 
dramatized by Comdr. Shepard’s 15-minute 
flight, the goal of sending a man to the moon 
and back is spoken of as though it were im- 
minent. There is a heady feeling that we 
are drawing close to Soviet Russia in the 
space race, 


The fact remains that Maj. Yuri Gagarin’s 
orbital flight last month dwarfs our ballistic 
flight. The statistics of that flight, made in 
a spaceship five times as heavy as ours and 
launched by a booster of 10 times more 
power, demonstrates the lead that Moscow 
has and will strive to maintain. 

Before we catch up, there must be more 
suborbital hops. One is expected in. June. 
Our first orbital flight is not likely before 
late fall, if then. A 24-hour orbital flight is 
hoped for in 1963, a flight around the moon 
in 1967. Perhaps an American could land 
on the moon in 1969 or 1970. What Moscow’s 
program is, only the Kremlin knows, but the 
evidence indicates, our scientists say, that 
the Soviets are two years ahead at least. 

So while we can continue to take pride 
in our first step into outer space, it would be 
well to keep matters in perspective. 


Puzzling as the Deuce 


An English Archdeacon’s experience in 
being chased by a thunderstorm does not 
seem to us to support beyond question of 
doubt his conclusion that there is no devil, 
Archdeacon M. T. Dunlop of Aston has testi- 
fied that on his flatly denying the existence 
of His Satanic Majesty, he was chased by a 
thunderstorm “but,” he added triumphantly, 
“I was not struck.” “So,” he concluded, “if 
there is a devil, he is thoroughly inefficient.” 
The Archdeacon contributed these remarks to 
a meeting of the Bishops of the Convocation 
of Canterbury, who were discussing whether 
or not to bring the devil back into the Church 
of England’s proposed new catechism. 

A view of the matter which we follow more 
closely was taken by the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, Dr. Geoffrey Fisher. Observing that 
he could not agree with the Archdeacon’s 
conclusion that his not being struck was a 
mark of inefficiency, he declared: “Even to 
the devil one must allow a place for charity 
now and again.” There are certain other ob- 
jections also which might be raised to the 
Archdeacon’s point of view. 

It is proverbial to speak of being as un- 
predictable-as the devil, or as unworkman- 
like, or even as lazy. Any of these character- 
istics could well have led to forbearance 
from the walloping of Archdeacon Dunlop. 
The fact that the Archdeacon was chased by 
a thunderstorm at all is of course food for 
thought, and not to be brushed casually aside. 
Not many people get chased by ‘thunder- 
storms, or even light showers; when it hap- 
pens, it is appropriate cause for what Shake- 
speare speaks of as “our special wonder.” 
But short of any. other question, it is not 
demonstrated that the thunderstorm, though 
it may have been storming like the devil, 
actually was the devil—or that it was not. 
The whole business of the revision of the 
Church of England catechism still remains, 
as far as we can see, very largely in the 
status quo ante Archdeacon Dunlop.

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Between Book Ends Comdr. Shepard On the “Man-in-Space Project” 


THE ASTRONAUTS: PIONEERS IN 
SPACE, by the Seven Astronauts of 
Project. Mercury with Loudon Wain- 
wright. (Golden Press, 92 pgs., $2.95). 


As a first-hand background account 
of America’s man-in-space project this 
short, interestingly written and gener- 
ously illustrated book is right on top of 
the news. Quite naturally, the eighth of 
the nine chapters, the one written by 
Comdr. Alan Shepard, now seems the 
most interesting.

This has been formally agreed to 
by the former party headed by 
the Chancellor, and the latter, 
headed by Strauss. The Defense 
Minister’s party is a Bavarian 
autonomist version of the Chris- 
tian Democrats. 


Strauss on France. 

But who would succeed Er- 
hard, a man who though highly 
respected, is not generally re- 
garded as politically durable? 
The man generally mentioned is 
Strauss. 

Strauss denies that he has any 
desire to become Chancellor 
*‘after Erhard’’—but wise observ- 
ers discount this. In any case, 
there can be no doubt about his

next few years. Therefore his 
views concerning France are of 
particular importance and worth 
recording. 


In a recent conversation, the 
dynamic Strauss told me: His- 
tory tells us that Europe depends 
on Franco-German relations. 
When they are bad, Europe is 
filled with fear and unrest. Ger- 
many needs closer relations with 
France than any other European 
country, both practically and 
psychologically. 


Partners Within NATO. 


“Furthermore, strategically 
speaking, the breadth of West 
Germany varies between 115 and 
320 miles. In our rear ‘is only 
France. And technical develop- 
ments have overhauled us. Even 
if Germany were to be reunified, 
it would be too small to be 
power by itself 

“France and 
prise a_ single strategic unit. 
Germany cannot be defended 
without France. Were Germany 
to go Communist, so would 
France. Our unity is a prereq- 
visite. We must go to it with 
France. This is not a choice be- 
tween France and NATO. It 
must be with France inside 
NATO.” 

Strauss is convinced that for 
the foreseeable future, the Chris-

coalition will continue to govern. 
He adds: ‘‘So long as they are 
in control it is impossible to have 
a deal with Moscow.”’ 

‘‘And we see no choice for an 
independent Germany, There 
cannot be neutrality between 
Moscow and the West. The only 
choice, in the end, is either to 
go Communist or to join the 
West for good, We cannot aspire 
to play both ends against the 
middle. We are and must be with 
the West. 


Can’t Be Neutral. 


“T am a convinced enemy of 
any German hegemony in Eu- 
rope. The time for a European 
balance of power has gone. Eu- 
rope is no longer the center of 
the world. German policy is but 
a function of European policy 
which, in turn, is a component 
of Atlantic policy. 

“I see our future in these 
terms. It is intellectual nonsense 
to think of a disengaged, neutral 
Germany. And if any German 
seeks to maneuver between East 
and West, he will succumb to 
the East.’’ 

These observations must be 
because they are expressed with 
all the earmarks of sincerity by

Bormann was sentenced to 
death in absentia by the Nuern- 
berg war crimes tribunal Oct. 1, 
1946. Later Nazi youth leader 
Arthur Axmann and Hitler’s per- 
sonal driver, Erich Kempka, 
testified in a German court at 
Berchtesgaden that Bormann had 
been killed trying to break out 
of besieged Berlin, and the Ger- 
man court declared him dead. 

Over the years, however, 
rumors have persisted that Bor- 
mann was alive and hiding in 
Argentina, a favorite refuge for | 
Nazis in the days of dictator |

Danger signs to look for 


Termites are very secretive about their work. 
There are, however, five danger signs you can 


look for. 
1. Now through June, watch for flying and 


crawling swarms of termites inside and out: 
side your house. (See drawing below.) 


2. Look for numerous detached, white wings 
on the ground around your house. King and 
queen termites shed them before entering the 
ground to start a new colony. 


3. Look for greyish, earthen-like tubes or tun- 
nels on cellar walls, in crawl spaces and on 
supporting pillars. These tubes look like vines 
and are commonly found near cracks and sep- 
arations. They will invariably lead to wood, 


4, Termites comntonly attack sills, beams, and 
outside porch supports. Probe these areas with 
a screwdriver. Softness or hollowness may in- 
dicate the presence of termites. 


5, Floors sagging under heavy furniture, weak 
stairways, or a sudden settling of the house 
are more advanced symptoms. While they 
may not be caused by termites, they should 
be checked immediately.

Between Brothers 


REVERENT TOURISTS will stand on Civil War battle- 
fields this summer. The tourists will outnumber all the troops 
ever on the field. The tourists will look around and reconstruct 
the scene, their mappnations | nen by what they have seen in 

peewee §€6nictures by those famous 
Civil War historians, 
Matthew Brady and War- 
ner Brothers. 

“So senseless,”” some 
tourist will say. Get two 
tourists on a battlefield 
and one of them always 
turns out to be a philoso- 
pher or worse, a moral- 
izer. 

“Imagine,”” most of the 
tourists will say. ‘Brother 
against brother. Think how 
they must have felt.” 

I do not have to imagine 
how they felt, brother 
against brother, on a Civil 
War battlefield. I was on a 
Civil War battlefield once 
when brother potted at 
brother and I know how 
both sides felt. Blamed 
angry. 

The battlefield was in southern Missouri. There isn’t a 
cornfield in that part of the country that doesn’t claim it was 
e Civil War battlefield, and with some historical accuracy. 
All # takes to make a battlefield is one man shooting and 
another man ducking. If they were both shooting the cornfield 
ean claim a pitched battle. 


JACK RICE 


The cornfield I’m referring to had 30 men in it one 
afternoon in the summer of 1862 and it was an even 
contest, 15 Confederates and 15 Federals and no um- 
pire. A pleasant small river borders the cornfield and 
the firing must have been fierce because the fish are 
not biting there to this day. 


Four of us arrived at the cornfield by the river one sum- 
mer afternoon. The battle was over then. We had come to 
fish. We liked fishing there because we never caught anything 
and had to clean it. We came to spend weekends and were 
well-prepared fishermen. We brought steaks and bacon for 
two days. Two of the foursome were brothers, Charley and 
Bill, and they were ahead of their time. They were Civil War 
nuts 

They also were outdoorsmen, meaning they both liked to 
cook and neither liked to clean up. They were shotgun nuts, 
too, and when they went fishing in the summer they brought 
along shotguns and clay pigeons and practiced for fall. Put all 
their interests together, and a Civil War had to happen. 

The way it happened was simple. Charley said Bill was 
supposed to wash and dry the dishes after breakfast. Bill said 
he did that last year. He said he could prove it because he 
always did the dishes odd-numbered years and this was an 
even-numbered year. 

“I got my rights,” said Bill. 

“You've got dirty dishes, too,” said Charlie. 

“Rock-headed Rebel.” 

“Dam-yankee.”’ 


I do not recall who grabbed the first shotgun but 
the brothers were off and running in the cornfield. The 
field had not been worked that summer. Old, dried 
cornshocks stood in it. The brothers ducked in and 
out among the shocks, blazing away at one another. 
They had light loads in the shotguns. Light for the 
shotguns, that is. The loads would have felt heavy 
enough in the seat of the pants. 


Fortunately, both brothers managed to keep cornshocks 
between themselves and the shotgun charges. They escaped 
damage but the cornshdcks did not. Something, either a close- 
range blast or a between-rounds cigarette, ignited one corn- 
shock and soon the whole field was a-blaze. That battle set 
them back $15 and court costs, I believe, and it taught me 
two big lessons. 

Lesson One is, It’s a frightful battle when brother fights 
brother. Lesson Two is, Never visit a Civil War battlefield 
without a camera.

Matthew Bernatsky at La- 
clede Gas Co.’s Shrews- 
bury Service Center last 
month was held for the 
benefit of Missouri Bo- 
tanical Garden. ‘‘Through 
the Garden Gate,” the ex- 
hibition and plant sale to 
be held on the east park- 
ing lot of Famous-Barr’s 
Clayton store this week, 
is for the benefit of Mis- 


PM souri Botanical Garden. 


CLARISSA START While technically for 
the benefit of Mr. 
Shaw’s famous landmark, both might have been given 
exclusively for my benefit. I don’t know of anything 
I'd rather do than cook unless it’s garden and I don’t 
know of anything I’d rather do than garden unless it’s 
cook. Some women are terribly bored with both. Let 
"em go to fashion shows, which are nice, too, except 
they take money which could be spent on fresh dill. 


Mrs. Samuel Soule’s committee did such a fine job on the 
cooking school that it should be an annual event. Mrs. Ar- 
thur Feuerbacher Jr., and Mrs. B. A. Lynch Jr., co-chairmen 
of the Garden Gate sale, are calling it the second annual 
sale, indicating that it is to be a May blooming perennial. 

The advantage of an annual event is that the committee 
€an start working on next year’s project the minute this 
year’s is over and that is what the Women’s Association of 
Shaw’s Garden has done. The preparations for the sale have 
been fantastic. Mrs. Hazel Knapp, Mrs. Francis A. Mesker 
and Mrs. W. W. Kirkbride led me through greenhouse after 
greenhouse at the Garden to display the almost-20,000 plants 
to be sold. The effect was as tantalizing as letting a dieter 
sniff Prof. Bernatsky’s shrimp in dill sauce. 

There will be 7000 plants of groundcover alone including 
pachysandra, three kinds of ivy, three kinds of euonymus, 
three kinds of vinca. There are nine kinds of perennials and 
18 varieties of annuals, ageratum to zinnia, including petunias 
bursting into blossom and 16 types of coleus, ranging from 
pale orange to paisley. For the benefit of apartment dwellers. 
sometimes ignored at garden sales, there are house plants 
such as the new star ivy, African violets, geraniums, ivy 
balls and black-eyed susan balls (on stylized wire frames). 


That’s not all to “Through the Garden Gate.” 
There will be tomato plants, grape cuttings from the 
Balduc house at Ste. Genevieve, a large selection of 
herbs (including fresh dill), azaleas, hollies, yews, 
even Ginko trees. There will be displays and demon- 
strations, antiques, garden figures and furniture, ad- 
vice from experts and clinics for sick plants. 


Co-operation from the Garden itself has been superb. 
Paul Kohl, floriculturist, has seen that the plants received ten- 
der loving care. Bob Gillespie has contributed orchid seed- 
lings which will sell at less than orchidaceous prices. In 
addition, countless unsung volunteers have labored, making 
cuttings, nurturing seedlings, transplanting with tweezers. In 
order to assure maximum profit, some clubs even made their 
own containers of roofing paper or begged or borrowed pots 
and large size tin cans. 

“It’s been lots of fun,” said Mrs. Knapp enthusiastically. 
“Not only did we save the Garden money collecting tin cans 
but we found out which of the girls are on Metrecal.”

Servants Almost Felt Themselves Part of the Family Since There Were No Secrets

CHAPTER NINE 

YOU WOULD HAVE to have 
been a part of the White House 
under the Hoovers to appreciate 
the difference uncer the Roose- 
velts. Doors now stood open, and 
happy voices rang out; there was 
no more popping into closets, no 
more hiding when the President 
or First Lady took the elevator. 
You were invited to ‘‘come in 
and ride along,”’ or kept running 
into members of the big, sprawl- 
ing Roosevelt family. 

Everyone who had any kin- 
ship with President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt or his wife, 
Eleanor, made his or her Wash- 
ington headquarters in the White 
House. 

In a way, we felt we were part 
of the family as we overheard 
family affairs being discussed 
freely and openly. It might have 
been called eavesdropping, ex- 
cept that it would have been im- 
possible not to overhear. As 
Mrs. Roosevelt once told a bunch 
of movie stars she was showing 
around the White House, ‘‘You 
will find us a noisy family.”’ 

F.D.R. was the perfect picture 
of what a President should look 
like, but no one knew better 
than the White House servants 
that the father image, the hero, 
the ‘perfect man” was torn be- 
tween his mother and his wife, 
and sometimes would revolt 
against his wheel chair and the 
fates that had put him there. 

His special fear was fire. He 
was Obsessed with the fear of 
being trapped by fire and unable 
to escape. For a man with that 
fear, he lived in the worst pos- 
sible house, because every time 
the Interior Department men 
came to inspect this choice bit 
of Government property, they 
would shake their heads and call 
it a fire trap. 

So the Secret Service installed 
special chutes to get him out of 
his window and down to the 
ground in record time, and held 
regular drills for handling the 
President in such an emergency. 


The White House help knew 
that the Roosevelts would be 
a very different kind of First 
Family from the moment they 
set foot in their new home. 
The President escorted his 
mother, instead of his wife, to 
a buffet inaugural luncheon 
and his wife—the First Lady

I read somewhere a ref- 
erence to a_ technique 
which “destroys a rolled- 
up nerve end.” Do you 
know of this? MRS. L. 


Yes, there are things 
that can be done. It’s 
a good thing, because 
pain of one kind and 
another following 
amputation is no un- 
important matter. 

Obviously an ampu- 
tation causes an un- 
natural state. Nerve 
endings are created at 
points where nature did not intend them. Scar forms 
in muscle and. adjoining tissues, 


If, as is so often the case, an artificial limb is used, there 
is pressure on tissues not designed to bear pressure. Blisters, 
ulcers, boils, callus formation can result. 

Most amputees have stump pain to some degree. Fortu- 
mately it is relatively minor in many cases. Sometimes it can 
be severe indeed, and a great deal of work has been done in 
learning to ease such troubles. 


In addition to those troubles, about half of all 
amputees experience pain in the phantom extremity. 
The pain is real enough. But it seems to be in a part 
of the body that no longer is there. 

We feel pain through the brain; the nerves tell us 
where the source of the pain is striking. If, as with , 
anesthesia, we can put these nerve systems “‘to sleep,” 
the patient does not feel the pain. 


On the other hand, if the nerves, say, in the arm, which 
carry pain sensations are stimulated, the individual feels the 
pain, and automatically feels it to be in the area served by 
that nerve. 

Small tumors (neuromas) can form at the ends of the cut 
nerves. This is the most common cause of pain, when these 
adhere to surrounding tisue. 

It is not always easy, of wise, to attempt a secondary 
operation to relieve such pain. (It depends on circumstances.) 
Usually injections into the area, or into the nefve, give best 
results. 


There is a belief, based on evidence, that the 
degree of pain after amputation is proportional to the 
suffering before surgery. To this extent, there is sub- 
stantial reason to say that the pain may be psychoso- 
matic in some instances, but psychosomatic or not, 
the pain is there, and can be difficult to deal with. 

But in any event, there is ample reason to watch 
for the purely physical causes of such pain. The last 
question in today’s letter apparently refers to a 
technique at the time of the original surgery aimed at 
preventing subsequent pain in the “phantom limb.” 
I can say only that some experts believe it to be 
effective; others do not believe that it is a factor. 
Comparison of results in operations done with and 
without it should ultimately give us a substantial an- 


swer to this question.

OUR FISHING SEASON opens 
each year in much the same 
way.
